It must inform—give an account of all school activities and news 
events that occur. 

It must interpret—give an explanation and reason for their oc¬ 
currence. 

It must also entertain, invent, suggest and encourage, all on four 
small pages. 

Naturally, this calls for work, work, and more work on the part 
of everyone on the staff. From the Reporter who pokes around the 
school trying to cover her assignment—to the Page Editor, whose job 
it is to polish up, add or extract from the article—to the Typist, who 
must carefully and attractively type the story—and finally to the 
Editor-in-Chief who has overall responsibility for the whole project. 

But that is not the end of the cycle, not by any means. All of 
the material must be “Laid Out” and fit exactly into the space al¬ 
lotted. Then it will be sent to the printers and finally the finished 
product! 

Your newspaper may not be a work of art or subject to high ac¬ 
claim from scholars, but it does consist of the strain and effort of stu¬ 
dents, maybe your own friends, whose only payment and reward for 
their work is the satisfaction they get from seeing you sincerely read¬ 
ing and enjoying yourself through journalism.
